T3 Therefore Caliope, thou Sacred Siſter of the Muſes, guide ſo my Pen, 
that it may write the true Diſcourſe of this worthy Champion. 
When Nature by true Conſanguinity had Recreated him in his Mo- 4 
thers Womb, ſhe Dreamed to be conceived of a Dragon, which ſhould 5 


be the cauſe of her Death: Which Dream ſhe long concealed and kept —_

Then leading 
him a little farther, ſhe brought him into a large fair Room, where 
ſtood Seven of the goodlieſt Steeds that ever Eye beheld. Six of theſe 
(ſaid ſhe) belong to the Six Champions, and the Seventh will I beſtow 
upon thee, whole Name is Bayard: Likewiſe ſhe led him to another 
Room, where hung the Richeſt Armour in the World : So chooſing

X FT ER the Seven Champions departed from the Enchanted 
4 Cave of Kah, they made their abode in the City of Coventry 
for the ſpace of Nine Months, in which time they Erected a coſtly 
Monument over the Herſe of 8. ay wh Mother, and in that time of 
the Near, when the Spring had overfpre:d the Earth with the Mantles 
of Hora, they Armed themſelves like wandring Knights, and took their 


Journey to ſeek for Foreign Adventures, accounting no Diſhonour ſo 


great as to ſpend their Days in Idlenets, Atchieving no Memorable 


Accident. So travelling for the ſpace of Thirty Days without any 


Adventure worthy the noting, at length they came to a broad Plain, 


whetcon figod a Brazen Pillar, where Seven ſeveral ways met, which

cauſed the Seven Knights to forſake each others Company, and to take 
every. one a contrary way; where we leave Six of the Champions to 
the contented Travels, and wholly Diſcourſe upon the Fortunate Suc- 
ceſs of our Worthy Exgliſh Knight, who after ſome few Months Travel, 
happily arrived within the Territories of Egypr, which Country was 
then greatly annoyed with a dangerous Dragon: But before he had 
Journied fully within the diſtaner of a Mile, the ſilent Night ap- 
proached, and ſolitary ſtillneſs took Poſſeſſion of all living Things: 
At laſt he eſpied an Old Poor Hermitage, wherein he purpoſed to reſt 
his Horſe, and to take ſome repaſt after his weary Journey, till the 
Sun had renewed his Morning Light, that he might fall to his Travel 
again: Bat entring the Cottage, he found an Ancient Hermit over- 
worn with Years, and almoſt conſumed with Grief, wick whom

to buckle on his Armour, and to furniſh his Steed with ſtrong Habi- 
kments of War, the which being done, he took his Journey, guided

profter him no farther Violence. The Fruit of the Tres being of 
ſuch an Excellent Virtue, that whoſoever Taſted thereof, ſhouldpre- 
ſently be cured of all manner of Diſeaſes and Infirmities whatſoever. 
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he a Conqueror, with Drums and Trumpets, or to have heard the 
Bells \'6f:'Fghpt ring a joyful Sound af Victory, or to have ſeen the 
Streets beautified with Bonfires contrary to his Expectation; he was 
to the Egyptian Court, but by Falſhood and Freachery to bereave him 
of his Life and Honour: For no ſooner had he ridden paſt the Entry 
of the Valley, but he eſpied how the Egyptian Knights brandiſhed their 
Weapons, and divided themfelves to intercept him in his Journey to 
the Court, by which he knee them to bo no truſty Friends, but vowd 
Enemies.

Barr'd with pure Staves of Gold; likewiſe an Hundred of the Nobleft 
Peers of Egypt Attired in Crimſon Velvet, Mounted on Milk-White 
Courſers, with Rich Capariſons, attended the, Coming of S. George. 
Thus were all appointed for his Honourable' Entertainment, which 
they performed in ſuch Solemn Order; that I want Eloquence to 
deſcribe it: For when he firſt entred the Gates of the City, he heard 
ſuch a Melodious Harmony of Heavenly Sounding Muſick, that it 
ſeemed in his Conceit to Surpaſs the Sweetneſs of all that ever he had 
heard before. Then they moſt — preſented him with a Sumpe 
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| thous and Coſtly Ball of Gold, and afver Tavelied bim in that Ebony

Silk; then pulled he out his truſty Faulchion, which in fo many fierce = 
Aſſaults and dangerous Combats had been bathed. in the Blood of his 
Enemies, which by the long continuance of Time lying idle, was al- 
moſt conſumed with Cankered Ruſt, but by his Labour and induftri- 
codus Pains, he recovered the former Beauty and Brightneſs again. 
Thus both his Sword, his Horſe, His Martial Furniture, and all other

Variety of fandry Flowers, chat it ſurpaſſed for Workmanſhip, the 
Indian Maidens curious Webs; her criſped Locks of Hair continued 
ſtill of the Colour of the Mulberry- Tree, whereby ſhe ſeemed like 
Flora in her greateſt Royalty when the Fields were Decked with 
Natnre's Tapeſtry, Lg . 
After which, ſhe waſhed her Lily-Hands, and Roſe- Coloured Face 
in the Dew of Heaven, which ſhe gathered from a Bed of Violets.

JTOW muſt my Muſe ſpeak of the ſtrange Adventures of S. Fames 
of Spain, the Third Champion and Renowned Knight of Chri- 
ſtendom, and what hapned unto him in his Seven Years Travels through 
many a ſtrange Country by Sea and Land, where his Honourable Acts 
were ſo Dangerous and full of Wonder, that I want Skill co Expreſs, 
and Art to Deſcribe: Alſo I am forced for brevities ſake, to paſs over 
his dangerous Battle with the Burning Drake upon the Flaming Mount 
in Sicily, which terrible Combate continued for the ſpace of Seven 
Days and Seven Nights: Likewiſe I omit his Travel in Cappadocia, 
through a Wilderneſs of Monſters, with his Paſſage over the Red- 
Seas, where his Ship was devoured with Worms, his Mariners drow-

Knight at Arms ſtood beholding the Situation of Jeruſalem, there, ſud- 
denly Thundred ſuch a Peal of Ordnance within the City, that it 
ſeemed in his Raviſhed Conceit, to Ae the Veil of, Heaven, 150 to 
move the deep Foundations of the faſtned Earth; whereat his Horfe 
gave ſuch a ſudden ſtart, that he leaped Ten Foot from the Place 
whereon he ſtood.

Thus Nebuzzradan, great King of Feruſalem (for fo he was called) 
ſolemnly Hunted in the Wilderneſs of Fudab, being a Country very 
much annoyed with Wild Beaſts, as the Lion, the Leopard, the Boar, 
and ſuch like ; in which Exercife, the King appointed, as it was Pro- 
claimed by his chief Herald at Arms, (the which he heard repeated 


by 
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by the Shepherd in the Fields) that whoſoever flew the firſt Wild Beaſt 
in the Forreſt ſhould have in Reward**a Corſlet of Steel fo richly 
Engraven, that it ſhould be worth a Thouſand Sheckles of Silver. Of 
which honourable Enter prize when the Champion had underſtanding, 
and with what Piberal Bounty the Adventurous Knight would he 
Rewarded; his Heart was fraught, with Invincible Courage, thirſting 
after Glorious Attempts, not only for. hope of Gain, but for the de- 
fire of Honour, at which his Illuſtrious and Undaunted Mind Aimed, 
to Eternize his Deeds in the Memorable Records of Fame, and to 
Shine as a Cryſtal Mirror to all enſuing Times. So cloſing down his 
Bever, and locking on his Furniture, he ſcoured over the Plains be- 
fore the Hunters of; Feruſalem, in Pace mote Swiſt than the Winged 
Winds,. till he approached an old unfrequented: Forreſt, wherein he 
eſpied a huge and mighty Wild Boar, lying before his Moſſy Den, 
gnawing upon the mangled Joints of ſome Paſſenger, which he had 
murdered. as he travelled through the Forreſt 18 
This Boar was of wonderful length and bigneſs, and fo terrible 
to behold, that at the firſt ſight he almoſt daunted the Courage of- the

mel of his Saddle, in a Scarf of Green Silk: Whereat the furious

{truck ſuch. a violent blow upon the Breaſt of the Boar, that it ſhivered -

{ſuffered a vigorous Torment. Which ſevere. Judgment ſo amazed the 
Champion, that deſperately he would have killed himſelf upon hisown 
Sword, but that he thought it a more Honour to his Country to Die 
in the Defence of Chriftendem, So like a true Ennobled Knight 
fearing neither the Threats of the Jews, nor the impartial Stroke of 
the fatal Siſters, he gave this Sentence of his own Death, Firſt, he re- 
queſted to be bound to a Pine-Tree with his Breaſt laid open naked 
_ againſt the Sun; then to have an Hours reſpite to make his Supplicati- 
on to his Creator, and afterwards to be Shot to Death by a true Virgin.

Thus boaſted the vain- glorious Gyant upon his own ſtrength. Du- 
Ting which time, the Valiant and Bold Champion had alighted from 

his Horſe, where atcer he had made his humble Supplication to the 
Heavens for his good ſpeed, and committed his Fortune to the Impe- 

tial Queen of Deſtiny, be approached within the Giant's reach, who _ 

with his great Oak ſo nimbly beſtirred him with ſuch vehement blows, - 

% that they ſeemed to ſhake the Earth, and to rattle againſt the Wall of 

3 the Caſtle like mighty Thunder-Claps, and had not the Politick 

by Knight continually skipped from the Fury of his blow, he had been 

'$ Bruiſed as {mall as Fleſh unto the Pot, for every ſtroak the Gyant gave, 

i the Root of his Oak entred at the leaſt Two or Three Inches into the 
Ground. But ſuch was the Wiſdom and Policy of the Worthy Cham- 
pion, not to withſtand the Force of his Weapon, till the Gyant grew 
breathleſs, and not able through his long Labour to lift the Oak above 
his Head, and likewiſe the heat of the Sun was ſo intollerable (by rea- 
fon of the extream heighth of the 3 and the mighty weight

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of his Iron Coat) that the Sweat of the Giant's Brows ran into his 
Eyes; and by reaſon he was fo extream Fat, he grew fo Blind, that he 
could not fee to endure Combat with him any longer, and as far as 
he could perceive, would have retired or run back again into his own 
Caſtle, but that the Italian Champion with a bold Courage aſſailed the 
Gyant £ fiercely, that he was forced to let his. Oak fall, and ftand 
gal ing for breath, which when this Noble Knight beheld, with a2 
freſh ſupply he redoubled his blows ſo couragiouſly that they fell on 
the Giant's Armour liike a Storm of Winter's Hail, whereby at laſt. 
| Blanderon was compelled to ask the Champion Mercy, and to crave at 
his Hands ſome reſpite of breathing; but his Demand was in vain, for

This woful Ditty was no ſooner ended, but the deſperate Lady 
uniheathed the Champion's Sword, which was as yet all beſprinkled 
with the Giant's Blood, and being at the very Point to Execute her in- 
tended Tragedy, and the fharp-edged Weapon directly againſt her 
Ivory Breaſt, ſhe heard the diſtreſſed Knight give a grievous and fer- 
rible Groan, whereat ſhe ſtopped her remorſeleſs Hand, and with

as the woful King of Troy when he beheld his own. Son dragged by 
the Hair of the Head up and down the Streets: Alſo he commanded 
that his Knights and Adventurous Champions, inſtead of glittering 
Armour, ſhould wear the Weeds of Death, more Black in hue than 
Winter's darkeſt Nights, and all the Courtly Ladies and Gallant 7hra- 
cian Maidens, inſtead of Silken Veſtments, he commanded to wear both 
N DE ous 6 e 3 heavy, 
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heavy, fad, and melancholly Ornaments, and even as unto'a ſole 
Fung al, to attend him to the Giants Caſtle, and there obſequiouſly 
to offer up unto the Angry Deſtinies, many a bitter Sigh and Tear, in 
remembrance of his Transformed Daughters ;- which Decree of the 
forrowful Tbracian King was 82 with all convenient ſpeed: For 
the next Morning no ſooner had Phæbus caſt his Beauty into the King's 
Bed-Chamber, but he Apparalled himfelf in Mourning Garments, 
and in Company of his n Train ſet forward to his woful 
Pilgrimage. But here we muſt not forget the Princely Minded Cham- 
pion of Nah, nor the Noble Minded Refa/inde, who at the King's 
departure towards the Caſtle, craved leave to ſtay behind, and nb 
ſuddenly to begin new Travels: Whereunto quickly the King conde- 
ſcended, conſidering their late Journey the Evening before: So taking 
the Caſtle Keys from the Champion, he bad his Palace Adieu, and 
committed his Fortune to his forrowful Journey; where we leave 
him in a World of diſcontented Paſſions, and a while Diſcourſe of 
what hapned to the Chriſfian Champion and his beloved Lady: For 
by that time the Sun had Thrice meaſured the World with his reſtleſs 
Steeds, and Thrice his Siſter Lana wandred to the WefkgSthe Noble 
Talian Knight grew weary of his long continued Reſt, and thought 
it a great Diſhonour and a Scandal to his Valiant Mind, to remain 
where nought but Champion Sports were Reſident, and deſired rather 
to abide in a Court that Entertained the doleful murmuring of Trage- 
dies, or where the joyful Sound of Drums and Trumpets ſhould be 
heard: Therefore he took Roſalinde by the Hand. being then weeping _ 
for want of her Father, to whom the Noble Knight in this manner

My moſt devoted Lady. and Miſtreſs (ſaid the Champion) a Se. 
cond Dido for thy Love, a ſtain to Venus for thy Beauty, Penelope's 
compare for Conſtancy, and for Chaſtity, the Wonder of all Maids : 
The faithful Love that hitherto I have found fince my arrival, for ever 
mall be ſhriged in my Heart, and before all Ladies under the Cope 
of Heaven, thou ſhalt live and die my Love's true Goddeſs : And for 
thy ſake II ſtand as Champion againſt all Knights in the World: But 
to impair the Honour of my Knighthood, and to live like a Carpet 
Dancer in the Laps of Ladies I will not; though I can Tune a Lute in 
a Prince's Chamber, I can Sound a fierce Alarm in the Ficld ; Ho- 
nour calls me forth, Dear Roſalinde, and Fame intends to buckle on my 
Armour, which now lies Ruſting in the idle Court of 74race, There- 
fore I am conſtrained (though moſt unwillingly) to leave the cenfor- 
table ſight of thy Beauty, and commit my Fortune to d longer 

| rayel ; 
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Travel; but I proteſt wherefoever I become, or in what Region foever 
I be harboured, there will I maintain to the loſs of my Life, that "both 
thy Love, Conſtancy, Beauty, and Chaſtity, ſurpaſſeth all Dames 
alive: And with this Promiſe, my moſt Divine Roſalinde, I bid thee 
Farewel. But before the honourable Minded Champion could finiſh 
what he purpoſed to utter, the Lady being wounded inwardly with 
extream Grief, not able to endure to keep ſilent any longer, hut with 
Tears falling from her Eyes, brake off his Speech in this manner: 
Sir Knight (faid ſhe) by whom my Liberty hath been obtained: 
The Name of Lady and Miſtreſs wherewith you entitle me, is too 
high and proud a Name, but rather call me Handmaid, or Ser- 
vile Slave, for on thy Noble Perfon will I evermore attend: It is 
not Thrace can harbour me when thou art abſent, and before I do for- 
ſake thy Company and kind Fellowſhip, Heaven ſhall be no Heaven, 
the Sea no Sea, nor the Earth no Earth ; but if thou proveſt uncon- 
ſtant, as Ninus did to Scilla, who for his ſake ſtole her Father's Purple 
Hat, whereof depended the Safety of his Country, or like wandring 
e/Eneas forſake the Queen of Carthage, theſe tender and ſoſt Hands of 
mine ſhall never be unclaſped, but hang on thy Horſe-Bridle till my 
Body like Theſeus's Son be daſht in ſunder againſt hard flinty Stone : 
Therefore forſake me not, Dear Knight of Chrifendow. If ever 
Camina proved true to her Sinatus, or Alſtone to her Lover, Roſalinde 
will be as true to thee : So with this plighted Promiſe ſhe caught him 
faſt about the Neck, from whence ſhe would not uncloſe her Hands 
till he had vow'd by the Honour of True Chivalry, to make her ſole 
Companion, and only Partner of his Travels : And fo in this order it 
was accompliſhed.

Travels were as ſtrange as any of the other Champions: For after 


he had departed from the Brazen Pillar, as you heard in the Beginning. 
of the Hiſtory, he Travelled through many ſtrange and- unknown 
Nations, beyond the Circuit of the Sun, where but one time in the 
Year he ſhews his. brigkclome Beams, but continual  Darknefs.over-_ 
ſpreads the whole Country, and there lives a. kind of People, that 
have Heads like Dogs, that in extremity of - Hunger do devour one 


another, from: which People this Noble Champion was ſtrangely deli- 


vered; where after he had. wandred ſome certain Days, neither ſeeing 
the glad{ome Brightneſs of the Sun, nor the comfortable Countenance 
of che Moon, but only guided by the Planets of the Elements,, he 
hapned to a Vale of Walking Spirits, which he ſuppoſed to be the very 
Dungeon of Burning Acheron : There he heard the blowing of unſeen

At laſt, without any further moleſtation, he arrived within the 
Territories of Thracia, a Country as you have heard in the former 
Chapter, adorned with the Beauty of many fair Woods and Forreſts, 
came to the Foot of the Mountain, whereupon ſtood the Caſtle 
wherein the woſul King of Thrace, in Company of his ſorrowful Sub-

ſtrong Gates of the City hinder his flight, which in this manner was 
performed. For now the Noble Knight being as fearful as the Bird 
newly eſcapedfrom the Fowlers Net, gazed round about, and liſtened 
where he might hear the Voice of People, at laſt he heard the Grooms 
of the Soldan's Stable, furniſhing forth Horſes againſt the next Mor- 
ning for ſome Noble Atchievement. Whereupon the Noble Champi- 
on S. George taking the Iron Engine, 7 he Redeemed himſelf 
* out 
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out of Priſon, he burſt open the Doors, where he ſlew all the Grooms 
in the Soldat"s Stable: Which being done, he took the; ſtrongeſt Pal- 
frey, and the richeſt Furniture, withother Neceſſaries appertaining to a 
Knight at Arms, and ſo rode in great comfort to one of the City 
Gates, where he ſaluted the Porter in this manner: 
Porter, Open the Gates, for S. George of England is eſcaped, and 
| hath Murdered the Grooms, in whoſe Purſuit. the City is in Arms. 
Which Words the ſimple, Perſian believed for Truth, and ſo with all

ſpeed opened the Gates, whereat the Champion of Enpland departe 
— left the Soldan in his dead Sleep, little miſtruſting his ſudden 
But by that time the Purple ſpotted Morning had parted with her 
Grey, and the Sun's bright Countenance appeared on the Mountain 
Tops, S. George had Rode Twenty Miles from the Perſian Court, and 
before his departure was bruted in the Soldan's Palace, the Engliſh 
Champion had recovered the ſight of Gyecia, paſt all danger of the 
 Perfian Knights that followed him with a ſwift Purſuit. 15 
Buy this time the Extremity of Hunger fo ſharply Tormented him, 
that he could Travel no further, but was conſtrained to ſuſtain him- 
ſelf with certain wild Chefnuts inſtead of Bread, and ſower Oranges 
inſtead of Drink, and ſuch faint Food as * by the way as he Tra- 
velled, where the neceſſity and want of Victuals compelled the Noble 
Knight to breath forth this pitiful Complaint 
Oh Hunger! Hunger! (ſaid the Champion) more ſhiarper than 
the Stroke of Death, thou art the extreameſt Puniſhment that ever 
Man endured : If I were now King of Armenia, and chief Poten- 
tate of Afia, yet would I give my Diadem, my Scepter, with all my 
Provinces, for one Piece of Brown Bread: O that this Earth would 
be ſo kind, as to open her Bowels and caſt up ſome Food, to ſuffice 
my Want; or that the Air might be choaked with Miſts, whereby 
feathered Fowl for want of breath might fall, and yield me ſome Suc- 
cour in this my Famiſhment, and extream Penury; or that the Oceans 
would outſpread their branched Arms, and cover theſe Sunburnt Val- - 
leys with their Treaſtires, to ſatisſie my Hunger; büt oh! now I ſee 
both Heaven and Earth, Hills and Dales, Skies and Seas, Fiſh and 
Fowls,; Birds and Beaſts, and all Things under the Cope of Hea- 
ven, conſpire my utter Overthrow ; better had it been if 1 had ended 
my Days: in Perſia, than here to be Famiſhed in the broad World, 
where a EY Nature's appointment are ordained for Man's uſe. 
No inſtead of Courtly Delicates, I am forced to eat the Fruit of 
Trees, and inſtead of Greekiſh Wines, I am compelled to —_ 4x 
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Thirſt with Morning Dew; -which Nightly falls upon the Blades of 
Thus complained: S George, till glittering Phzbus had Mounted the 
Top of Heaven, and drawn the Miſty Vapours from the Ground, 
whereby he might behold the Proſpects of Grecia, and which way to 
Travel moſt ſafely. And as he look'd he efpied directly before his 
Pace a Tower, ſtanding upon a-chalky Cliff; diſtant from him about 
Three Miles, whither the Champion intended to go, not to ſeek for 
Adventures, but to Reſt himſelf after his weary Journey, and get fuch 
Victuals as therein he could find to ſuffice his Want. bh 
So ſetting forward with a ſpeedy Pace, the Heaven ſeemed to ſmile, 
and the Birds to Ring chirping Peals of Melody, as though they did 
Prognoſticate a fortunate Event.

wealthy Babylon, can preſerve thy Life. Now by the Honour of my 
Knighthogd-(replied S. George) and hy the great God that Chriſtendom: 
Adores, were thy Lord more ſtronger than mighty Hercules that bore: 
Mountains on his Back, here, will I either obtain my Dinner, or Die: 
by ly acting ded, oi me 
_ Theſe Words fo abaſhed the Lady, that ſhe went with allſpeed fram- 
the Tower, and told the Gyant how a Chriſtian Knight remained at. 
the Gate, which had {worn to ſuffice his Hunger in deſpite of his Will: 
Whereat the furious Gyant ſuddenly ſtarted up, being as then in a 
found Sleep, for it was the middle of the Day, who took a Bar of. 
Iron in his Hand, and came down to the Tower Gate. His ſtature 
was in heighth Five, Yards, his Head briſtled like a Boar, a Foot there 
was betwixt each Brow, his Eyes hollow, his Mouth wide, his Lips 
were like to flaps of Steel, in all his Proportion more like a Devil than

a Man. Which deformed Monſter ſo daunted the Courage of 8. George, 
that he prepared himſelf for Death, not through fear of the Monſtrous 
Gyant, but for hunger and feebleneſs of Body: But here God provi- - 
ded for him, and fo reſtored to him his decay d Strength, that he endu- 
red Battel until the cloſing up of the Evening, by which time the Gy- 
ant grew almoſt Blind, through the Sweat that ran down from his 
monſtrous Brows, whereat S. George got the Advantage, and wounded 
the Gyant fo cruelly under the Short Ribs, that he was compelled to 
fall to the Ground, and to give end to his Life. ; 1 
After which happy Event of the Gyant's ſlaughter, the Invincible 
Champion S. George firſt gave the Honour of his Victory unto God, 
in whoſe Power all his Fortune conſiſted. Then entring the Tower,

Was in former Time (fo long as Fortune ſmiled upon me) the

Face dareſt thou outbrave me thus: I tell thee, Caſtria, my Love 
was ever yet to follow Arms, to hear the Sound of Drums, to Ride 
upon a nimble Steed, aud not to Trace a Carpet- Dance, like Priam's 
Son, before the Luſtful Eyes of Menelaus's Wife: Therefore be gone, 
diſturbing Strumpet, go ſing thy harſh Melody in company of Night-

Which reproachful Speeches being no ſooner ended, but Horidon 
departed her Preſence, not leaving behind him fo much as a kind Look 
Whereat the diſtreſſed Lady by being oppreſſed with intollerable Grief, 
ſunk down dead, not able to ſpeak for a time, but at laſt recovering 
her-Senſes, ſhe began anew to Complain. . —

Oh ! woe to thee, unconſtant Knight, thy flatter- 
ing Eyes deceived me, and thy ſmooth Tongue enticed me to com- 
mit that Sin, which all che Ocean Streams can never waſh away: Why 
ſtand J relating thus in vain?

Thus complained the woful Caſtria, roving up and down the Court 
of Scytbia, until the Miſtreſs of the Night had ſpent Five Months: 
At the end of which time, the appointed Marriage of Foridon and 
Marcilla drew nigh, the Thought whereof proved an endleſs Ter- 
ror to her Heart, and of more intollerable Burthen than the Pains 
_ of her Womb, the which ſhe girded in fo extreamly, for fear of Sul- 
picion, and partly under Colour to bring about her intended Tragedy, 
which was in this Bloody and Execrable manner accomplifhed and 
brought about.

of the Knightly Atchievements of the Seven Champions of Chriſtendom, 
whoſe Honourable Proceedings, and Magnanimous Encounters, have 
deferved a Golden Pen to refate. For after ſome few Days ſpent in 
Chamber Sports, to the great Pleaſure of the Grecian Prince, the Em- 
peror preſently. Proclaimed a ſolemn Juſting to be holden tor the ſpace 
of Seven Days, in the Honour of bis Marriage, and appointed for 
his chief Champions the Seven Chriſtian Knights; whoſe: Names as 
then were not known by any one except their own Attendants. 
Againſt the appointed Day the Tournaments ſhould begin, the En- 
perot cauſed a Wonderful large Frame of Timber. Work to be Erected, 
whereon the Empreſs and her Ladies might ſtand, for the better view 
of the Tilters, and at Pleaſure behold the Champions Encounters, 
moſt Nobly performed in the Honour of their Miſtreſſes: Likewiſe 
in the Compaſs of the Liſts were pitched Seven Tents of Seven feveral 
Colours, wherein the Seven Champions might remain till the Sound 
of the Silver Trumpets Summoned them to Appear. = © 
Thus every Thing prepared in readineſs, fitting fo great a Royalty, 
the Princes and Ladies placed in their Seats, the Emperor with his 
New Married Empreſs inveſted on their lofty Thrones, ſtrongly Guar- 
ded with an Hundred Armed Knights, the King's Heralds Solemnly 
Prochaimed the Tournaments, which in this moſt Royal manner began. 
The firſt Day S. Denis of France was appointed Chief Champion

againſt all Comers, who was called by the Title of the Golden Knight, = 


who at the Sound of the Trumpet entred the Liſts, his Tent was of 
the Colour of the Marigold, upon the Top an Artificial Sun framed, 
that ſeemed to Beautifie the whole Aſſembly; his Horſe of an lron- 
Grey, graced with a ſpangled Plume of Feathers: Before him rode a 
Page in Purple Silk, bearing upon his Creſt Three Golden Hower-de- 
luces, which did ſignifie his Arms.

S. Denis the Liſts; where after he had Traced Twice or Thrice up and 
down, to the open view of che whole Company, he prepared himſelf 
in readinels to begin the Tournament; againſt whom ran many Grecian 
Knights, which were Foiled by the Frencb Champion, to the wonder 
ful admiration of all the Beholders : But to be does he fo worthily 
behaved himſelf, and with ſuch Fortitude, that the Emperor applau- 
ded him for the Braveſt Koight in the Were. 
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_ Thus in grear Royalty, to the exceeding Pleaſure of the Emperor 
was the firft Day ſpent, till the dark Evening cauſed the Knights to 


break off Company, and repair to their Nghts R epole. And the next 


Morning no ſooner did Płabas ſhew his ſplendid Brightneſs, but the 
King of Heralds under the Emperor, with a noiſe of Trumpets awaked 
the Champions from their filent Steep, who with all ſpeed prepared 
for the Second Days Exerciſes. The chief Champion appointed for

his Tent was pitcht, which was of the Colour of Quickſilver, wherein

Eſquires, bearing Four ſeveral Eſcutcheons in their Hands, whereon 
were curiouſly painted the Four Elements: Likewiſe he had the Title 
of the Silver Knight, who behaved himfelf no leſs worthy of all Pi incely 
Commendations than the French CHagipion the Day before. The 
Third Day S. Anthony of ſtalj was chil Challenger in he Tournament, 
Whole Tent was of the Colour of the Skies, His Steed farniſhed with 
coſtly Habiliments, his Armour after the Barbarian manner, bis Shield 
plated round about with Steel, whereon was painted a Golden Eagle 
in a Field of Blue, which ſignified the Ancient Arms of Rome: Like- 
wile he had the Title of the Azure Knight, whoſe matclileſs Chivaliy 
for that Day, won the Pijze from all the Grecian Knights, to the 
great rejoycing of the I ady RNoſalinde, the King of Thracia's Daugh- 
ter, that ſtill remained in Pages Attire, wherein (for the dear Love 
the bore to S. Anthony ) n ſtole from the Court, whoſe 
diſcove:y ſhall hereafter be expreſſed The Fourth Day by the Em- 
peror's appointment, the Valiant and Worthy Knight S. Andrea of 
Scotland obtained the Honour as to be chief Challenger for the Tour- 
nament ; His Tent was framed in the manner of à Ship ſwimming 
upon the Waves of the Sea, invironed about wich Dolphins, Tritons, 
and many ſtrange contrived Mermaids : Upon the, Top ſtood the Pi- 
cute of N. p un the God of the Seas, bearing in his Hand a Streamer, 
whereon was wrought in Crimſon Silk, a corner Croſs, which ſeemed 
to be his Country's Arms ; He was called the Red Knight, becaule his 
Horſe was covered with a blody Veil, his worthy Acchievements ob- 
tained fuch Favour in the Emperor's Eyes, that he threw him his Sil- 
ver Gauntlet, which was prized at a Thauſand Portagues, where af- 
ter his Noble Encounters he enjoyed a ſweet Repoſe.

Slobe, to behold the Heroical Encounters of her moſt Noble and 
Magnanimous Champion S. George of England: His Tent was as 
White as the Swans Feathers, glittering againſt the Sun, ſupported 
by Four Jointleſs Elephants, framed of the pureſt Braſs, about his 
Helmet be tied a Wreath of Virgin's Hair, where hug his Lady” 
Glove, which he wore to maintain her excellent Gifts of Nature to 
exceed all Ladies on the Earth: Theſe coſtly Habilimencs ravithes 
the Beholders with ſuch — ee that they ſtood gazing

Thus were the Seven Days brought to an end by the Seven wor thy 


Champions of Chriſtendom, in reward of whoſe Noble Atchievements, 
the Grecian Emperor being a' Man that highly favoured Knightly Pro- 
ceedings, gave them a Golden Tree with Seven Branches, to be di- 
vided equally amongſt them. Whidh Honourable: Prize they convey- 


ed to S. Georges Pavillion, where in dividing the Branches, the Seven 


Champions diſcovered themſelves each to other, and by what good 


Fortune they arrived in the Grecian Court, whole long wiſhed ſight 
ſo reoiced their Hearts, chat they all accounted that happy Day of

| fant Banks they had not beheld in many Years before : Where their 
Entertainments were as Honourable as their Hearts deſired: But to 
peak of the Muſtring up of Soldiers in every Chriſtian Kingdom, 
and what ſtrength arrived at the appointed time in the Bay of Portugal, 
{hall be diſcourſed in the Sequal of this Hiſtory, and how troubleſome

FTER-» the Seven Champions of Chritendom arrived in their 
I Native Countries, and by true Reports had blazed abroad to 
every Princes Ear, the Bloody Reſolution of the Pagans, and how 
the Provinces of Africa and Aſia, had Muſtred up their Forces to the 
Invaſion of Europe; all Chriſtian, Kings then at the entreaty of the 
Champions, appointed Mighty Armies of well. approved Soldiers, 
both by Sea and Land, to intercept the Infidels wicked Intention. 
Likewiſe by the whole Conſent of Cbriſtendom, the Noble and Fortu- 
nate Champion of England, S George, was appointed chief General, 
and principal Leader of the Armies, and the other. Six Champions 
were Elected for his Council and chief Aſſiſtants in all Attempts that 
appertainted either to the benefit of Cbriſtendom, or the furtherance 
A their Fortunate Proceedings. .

of every Town and City throughout all the Dominions of Europe, 


beautified with Troops of Soldiers, which thirſted after nothing hut 


Fame and Honour. Then the joyful Sound of Thundring Drums, 
and the Ecchoes of Silver Trumpets Summoning them to Ams; that 
followed with as much willingneſs as the Grecians followed Agamemmn 
to the woful Overthrow of Troy : For by that time the Chriſtian. 
Champions had {ported themſelves in the Boſom of their kind Miſtreſſes,

The next that arrived within the Bay of Portugal, was the Princely 
Minded Champion S. David of Wales, with an Army of Fiky 
Thouſand true Born Britains, furniſhed with all Habiliments of War, 
for fo Noble and Valiant a Service to the high Renown of his Coun- 
try, and true Honour of his Progeny : Their Armour in richneſs no- 
thing inferiour to the Engliſhmens ; their Colours were a Golden Croſs, 
ſupported by a Silver Grifiz ; which Eſcutcheon ſignified the Ancient 
Arms of Wales: For no fooner had S. George a ſight of the Valiant 
Britams, but he cauſed his Muſqueteers preſently to entertain them 
with a Volley of Shot, to expreſs their happy and joyful Welcome to 
Sboar, which ſpeedily they performed fo couragiouſly with ſuch a rat- 
ling Noiſe, as though the Firmament had burſt in ſunder, and the 
Earth made Eccho to their Thundring Melody.

The reſt not minding to put up abuſes, fell from Brawling Boaſts to 
downright Blows, whereby grew ſuch ſharp and bloody Wars, that 
ir coſt more Soldiers Lives than the Civil Mutiny at the Deſtruction 
of Feruſalem. - Which Bartel by the ireful Pagans continued without 
ceaſing for the ſpace of three Days, in Which Encounters, the Mur.

During this Conflict, the Seven Champions ſtill in the fore Front of 
the Battel, lo-adventurouſly behaved themſelves, that they flew more 
Negroes than a Hundred of the praveſt Knights in the Chriſtian Ar- 
mies. At laſt, Fortune intended to make S. George's Proweſs to ſhine 
brighter than the reſt, ſingled out the Morocco King, hetwixt whom 
aud the Engliſh Champion was a long and dangerous Fight: But 
S. George ſo Couragioully behaved himſelf with his truſty Sword, that 
Abnidor was conſtrained to yield to his Mercy. The Army of the 
Moors ſeeing their King taken Priſoner, preſently would have fled; 
hut that the Chriſtians being the lighter of Footy overtook them, and 
mae the greateſt ſlaughter of them that ever hapned in Barbary.

Death by Twelve of the Nobleſt Peers in Barbary, therein to be con- 
ſamed, Fleſh, Blood, and Bones; which was duly performed with- 
in Seven Days following. The brazen Cauldron was erected by the 
appointment of S8. George, directly in the middle of the chiefeſt Mar- 
ket- Place, under which a mighty hot Fire continually burned, for 
the ſpace-of Eight and Forty Hours; whereby the boiling Lead and 


Brimſtene ſeemed to ſparkle like fiery Furnaces in Hell, and the heat 


to exceed the burning Oven as Babylon. 


Now all things being thus prepared in readineſs, and the Chriſtian”

Great Potentate of Europe (replied Almidor) by whoſe Mightineſs 
Fortune firs fettered in the Chains of Power, my Golden Diadem and 
Regal Scepter by conſtraint I muſt deliver up: But before I will for- 
ſake my Country Gods, I willendure a Hundred Deaths ; and before 
my Conſcience be reformed to a new Faith, the Earth ſhall be no 
Earth, the Sea no Sea, the Heaven no Heaven. Thinkeſt thou now 
proud Chriſtian, by thy threatned Torments, to make me forget my 
Creator, and believe in thy God the ſuppoſed King of the Jews, and 
baſely born under an Orx's Stall?

Afcer his Coronation was fo ſolemnly performed, the other Six Cham- 
pions conducted him to a Princely Palace, where he took true Allegi- 
ance of the Meroces Lords, by plighted Oath to be true to his Crown:

Theſe Words pricked the Negro*s to the Gall, and cauſed them to 
commit the wickedeſt Deed that ever was practiſed under the Celeſti - 
al Globe of Heaven: Firſt, they ſheathed their Poniards in the 
Breaſts of all the Merchant's Children, whole guiltlefs Blood ſtained 
all the Chamber with a crimſon Colour, then with their Faulchions

Many ways wandred S. George, ſometimes in Valleys where 
Wolves and Tygers lurk ; gen in Mountain Toßs where

Thus wandred S. George up and down the Wilderneſs for the ſpace 
of two Days hearing no News of his unchriſtened Children.

Thus were S. Gecrge's Children provided for by the Bohemian King, 
for when the Ambaſſadors were in readineſs, the Ships for their 
Paſſage furniſhed; and Attendance appointed, S. George, in Company 
of his Lady, the King of Bohemia with his Queen, and a Train of 


Lords and Gentlemen, and Ladies, conducted them on Ship- Board, 


where the Wind ſerved them proſperouſſy, that in a ſhort time th 


bad bad Adieu to the Shore, and Sailed chearfully away. Bi as 


S. George returned back to the Bohemian Court, it was his chance to 


come by an old Ruinated Monaſtery, under whoſe Walls in former 


time his Father was Buried, the which he knew by certain Verſes 
carved in Stone over his Grave, by the Commons of the Country 
(as you may read before in the Beginning of this Hiſtory.) Over 


the fame he requeſted of the King that he might Erect a Stately 
Monument, that the remembrance of his Name might live for ever, 


and not be Buried in the Graye of Obſcurity. To which reaſo- : 


nable Demand, the King moſt willingly conſented, and preſently 
gave ſpecial Commandment that the cunningeſt Architectors that re- 


mained within his Dominion, ſhould: forthwith be ſent for, and 
withal, gave a Tun of Gold forth: of his own. Treaſury, towards 
the performance thereof. The ſudden Report of this memorable 
Deed being bruited abroad, cauſed Workmen to come from every 


place of their own accord, with ſuch willingneſs; that'they in ſhore 


time finiſhed it; the Foundation of the Tomb was of pureſt Marble,

Ocean was divided, with Woods, Groves, Hills, and Dales ; ſo "if 
ly Pourtrayed, that it was a Wonder to behold; The Props and Pi- 
nacles of Alabaſter, beſet with Knobs of Jaſper Stone; the fides and 


Pillars of the cleareſt Jet; upon the Top ſtood Four Golden Lions, 


holding up, as it were an Element, wherein was curiouſiy contrived 
the Golden Sun and Moon, and how the Heavens have their uſual 
Courſes, with many other things wrought both in Gold and Silver, 
which for this time I omit, becauſe I am forced at large to diſcourſe 
of the Princely Proceedings of S. George, who after the Monument 
was finiſhed, with his Lady, moſt humbly took their Leave of the 
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| King; thanked him for his Love, Kindneſs and Courteſie, and ſo 
departed towards Egypt and Perſia, of whoſe Adventures you {hall

CHAP. XVIII. Hen S. George with his Lady arrived in Egypt: 
O their Royal Entertainment in the City of Grand Caire: and alſo how - 
Sabra 27 Crowned Queen of Egypt. . 3 -7 
MP” ftrange Accidents, and dangerous Adventures, S. George | 
IVI with his Lady paſſed; before they arrived within the Terri- 
tories of Egypt, which I want Memory to repeat, and Art todeſcribe. 
But at laſt when Fortune ſmiled, which before had long time croſſed 
their intents with her inconftant Chances, and had caſt them happily 
upon the Egyptian Shore, being the Nurſe and Mother of Sabra's firſt 
Creation; the Twelve Peers unto whom S. George before-time com- 
mitte&the guiding of the Land, and keeping of his Crown, as you 
heard before diſcourſed, now met him and his Lady at the Sea- 
ſide, moſt richly mounted upon their coſtly Trapped: Steeds, and 
willingly furrendred up his Scepter, Crown and Regiment; and af- 
ter in company of many Princely Eſtates, both of Dukes, Earls, 
Lords, Knights, and Royal Gentlemen, they attended them to the 
City of Grand Caire, being then under the Subjection of the Egyptian 
Monarchy, and the greateſt City in the World, for it was in breadth 
full Threeſcore Miles, and had by juſt Account, within the Walls, 
Twelve Thouſand Churches, beſides Ahbies, Priories, and Houſes of 
Religion; but when S. George with his ſtately Attendants entred the 
Gates, they were preſently entertained with ſuch a joyful Sound of 
Bells, Trumpets, and Drums, thar itſeemed like the inſpiring Muſick 
of Heavenly Angels, and to exceed the Royalty of Cæſar in Rome, 
when he returned from the World's Conqueſt: The Streets were 
beautified with ſtately Pageants, contrived by Scholars of ingenious: 
Capacity, the Pavement ſtrewed with all manner of OdoriferousFlow- 
ers, and the Walls hung with Indian Coverlets and curious Tapeſtry. 
Thus paſſed they the Streets in great Solemnity, wondring at the 
curioſity of the Pageants, and liſtning to their Learned Orations, till 
they entred the Gates of the Palace, where in the firſt Entry of the 
Court was contrived over head, a Golden Pendant Firmament, as it 
were ſupported by a Hundred Angels: From thence it ſeemed to 
Rain Nectar and Ambroſia; likewiſe there deſcended as it were from 
the Clouds, Ceres, the Goddeſs of Plenty, fitting upon a Throne of 
Gold, beautified with all manner of fpringing things, as of Corn,

Treaſure. But at Ceres aſcenſion up into the Firmament, there was 
ſeen moſt ſtrange and pleaſant Pire-Works ſhooting from Place to 
Place, as though che fiery Planets had deſcended from Heaven, and 
had generally conſented to make them delightful Paſtimes : But as 
S. George with his Lady, Crowned with Garlands of Wheat, paſſed 
through the Second Court, they beheld a Pageant moſt ſtrangely con- 
trived, wherein ſtood Mars the Angry God of War, invironed with 
a Campof Armed Soldiers, as if they were with their Weapons ready 
charged to aſſault ſome ſtrong hold, or invincible City; their Silver 
Trumpets ſeemed to Sound chearfully, their Thundring Drums cou- 
ragiouſly, their Silken Streamers to flouriſh valiant y, and themſelves 
to march triumphantly : All which ſeemed to give more content to 
S. George, than all the delightful Pleaſures before reiicarſed ; for there 
was nothing in all the World that more rejoiced his Heart, than to 

hear the pleaſant Sound of War, and to ſee the Souldiers brandiſh 
forth their ſteeled Weapons. After he had ſufficiently delighted 
himſelf in theſe Martial Sports, and was ready to depart, the God of 
War deſcended his Throne, and preſented him with the richeſt Ar- 
mour that ever Eye beheld, and the braveſt Sword that ever Knight 
handled; for they have been kept within the City of Grand Caire, 
for the ſpace of Five Hundred Years, and held for the richeſt Monu- 
megnts in the Country. Alſo he preſented S bra with a Mirronr of 


_ ſuch an ineſtimable Price, that it was valued at a King's Ranſom ; for

curious Cates, and well repleniſh'd Diſhes were fo many, that I.

upon the Soldan's Provinees ; in which Country, after they had 


| marched about Fifty Miles, burning and ſpoiling his Territories, 


they were intercepted by the Soldan's Power, which was about the 
Number of Three Hundred Thouſand Fighting Men: But the Mu. 
ſter- Rolls of the Chriſtians were likewiſe Numbred, and they amoun- 
ted not to above One Hundred Thouſand able Men: At which time, 
bet wixt the Chriſtians and Pagans, happened a long and dange- 
rous Battle, the libe in any Ape was ſeldom Fought ; for it continued 
without ceaſing,” for the ſpace of Five Days, to the great Effuſion of 
Blood on both Parties; bur at [aft the Pagans had the worſt, for when 
they beheld their Fields beſtrowed with mangled Bodies, and that the _ 


Rivers for Twenty Miles compaſs did flow with crimſon Blood, their 
Hearts began to fail, and incontinently fled like Sheep before the Wolf. 
Then the valiant (hriſtians thirſting after Revenge, ſpeedily purſued 


them, ſparing neither Young nor Old, till the ways were ſtrowed 
with liveleſs Bodies, like heaps of ſcatter'd Sand; in which Purſuit 


and honourable Conqueſt they burned Two Hundred Forts and 


Towns, battering their Towers of Stone as level with the Ground, as 


Harveſt-Reapers do Fields of ripened Corn : But the Soldan himſelf,

This being ſaid, he violently, with his own Hands, tore be r 


from his Head, as a ſufficient Revenge, becauſe by the Direction of 


their Wills, he was firſt trained in that damned Art: Then betwixt 
his Teeth, he bit in two his loathſome Tongue, becauſe it muttered 


forth ſo many Charms: Then into his Thirſty Bowels he devoured 


his Hands, becauſe they had ſo often held the Silver Wand, where- 


with he had made his charmed Circles; and for every Letter, Mark, 
and Character that belonged to his Conjuration, he inflicted a ſeveral 


Torment upon himſelf: And at laſt with ſightlefs Eyes, ſpeechleſs

Aﬀter S. George had ended theſe Enchantments, they never ſheathed 


p their Swords, nor unlocked their Armour, till the Subverſion-of 
Perſia was accompliſhed, and the Soldan with his petty Kings wass 


taken Priſoners. Seven Days the Battle continugd without ceaſing; 


they flew Two Hundred Thouſand Soldiers, befides a Number that 


fled away and drowned themſelves ; fome-caſt themſelves head! 
down from the Top of high Trees; ſome made ſlaughter of them« 


ſelves, and yielded to the mercies of the Chriſtians ; but the Soldan 


with his Princes riding in their Iron Chariots, endured the Chriſtians. 
Encounters, till the whole Army was diſcomfitted, and then by force 
and violence they were compelled to yield. The Soldan hapned into 
the Hands of S. George, and Six Vice-Roys to the other Six Chams 
pions; where after they had {worn Allegiance to the Chriſtian Knights, 
and had promiſed to forſake their Mzhomer; they were not only ſet at 


Liberty, but uſed moſt Honourably ; but the Soldan himſelf having 


a Heart fraughe with deſpite and tyranny, contemned the Champi- 
ons Courteſies, and utterly. diſdained their Chriſtian Governments

After this, S. George earneſtly requeſted the other Six Champions 
that they would Honour him with their Preſence home to his Coun- 
try of England, and there receive the Comfort of joyful Eaſe, after 
the Bloody Encounters of ſo many dangerous Battles. This Motion 
of S. George, not only obtained their Conſents, but added a forward- 
neſs to their willing Minds; fo incontinently they ſet forward towards 
England, upon whoſe chalky Cliffs they in a ſhort time arrived; and 
after this, took their Journey towards the City of Lo»den, where their 
Entertainments were ſo honourably performed, as I want the Elo-
